WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi 
dent Kennedy today received a 
personal message from Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev involving U.S.- 
Soviet relations which possibly 
could pave the way for a face-to 
face meeting between the two 
men. 
Soviet 
Ambassador 
Mikhail 
Menshikov handed Khrushchev’s 
note to Kennedy during a 30-min­ 
ute morning meeting at the White 
House, held five hours before 
Kennedy was to leave for Canada 
on his first official visit outside 
the United States. 
Both the Americans and the 
Russians said Khrushchev’s note 
was in reply to a message Ken­ 
nedy wrote him last Feb. 22, and 
whose contents never have been 
disclosed. The message was de­ 
livered to Khrushchev in Siberia 
by U.S. Ambassador Llewellyn 
Thompson. 
It was reported at the time of 
delivery that the President’s mes­ 
sage 
expressed 
confidence 
in 
Thompson as a diplomatic nego­ 
tiator. One Moscow report said 
the note urged Khrushchev to 
deal directly with Thompson, a 
reflection of the Kennedy admin­ 
istration’s interest then in normal 
diplomatic 
negotiations 
rattier 
than summit meetings. 
However, the note also is under­ 
stood to have contained Kennedy’s 
expressed hope for fruitful nego­ 
tiations with the Russians. 
It has lain dormant since then, 
while U.S.-Soviet relations have 
deteriorated during the Laotian 
and Cuban crises. The fact that 
Khrushchev has now chosen to 
answer it was significant in view 
of the spate of reports that Ken­ 
nedy wants to meet the Soviet 
leader in a neutral European cap­ 
ital next month. 
Menshikov, who had sought to­ 
day’s meeting, said any informa­ 
tion on the note would have to 
come from the White House.
